TEAM NOTES AGAINST MONTREAL 

• The Revs are 2-4-0 against Montreal since the club entered MLS in 2012 

• The Revs are 0-2-0 at home against Montreal, with the Impact winning 1-0 at Gillette 
Stadium in August 2012 and 4-2 there in September 2013 

• On the road, the Revs and Impact are even at 2-2-0 at Stade Saputo 

• The teams met once already this season, with Montreal earning a 2-0 home win on 
May 31 

• The clubs will play their third and final meeting of the season at Stade Saputo on 
October 11 

• Montreal earned a 4-2 victory playing up a man for 85 minutes during their last trip to 
Gillette Stadium (Sept. 8, 2013) 

• The Revs saw their two-game winning streak at Stade Saputo snapped in May when 
Montreal claimed a 2-0 win 

• One team has been held scoreless in four of the teams’ six meetings 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST MONTREAL 

• Kelyn Rowe (six appearances) and Diego Fagundez (five appearances) are the team’s 
current leading scorers against Montreal with one goal and one assist apiece 

• Five current players have scored single goals against Montreal: Lee Nguyen (July 
18, 2012), A.J. Soares (Oct. 27, 2012), Diego Fagundez (Sept. 8,2013), Kelyn Rowe 
(Sept. 8, 2013) and Jose Goncalves (Oct. 12, 2013) 

• Three players have recorded assists against Montreal: Kelyn Rowe (July 18, 2012), 
Chris Tierney (Oct. 27,2012), and Diego Fagundez (Oct. 12, 2013) 

• Only two players have started all six meetings between New England and Montreal: 
A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney... Kelyn Rowe has appeared in all six previous meet¬ 
ings 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 1-2-0 in three appearances (two starts)... he recorded a shutout 
on Oct. 27, 2012, in Montreal 

LAST MEETING 

Montreal 2, New England 0 

May 31,2014 - Stade Saputo (Montreal, Canada) 

Montreal took an early lead and never looked back, claiming a 2-0 win over the Revolution 
...three minutes into the game, Andres Romero slotted home from a tight angle after Marco 
Di Vaio played him in behind the Revs' defense on a one-two passing sequence ... Jack 
Mclnerney doubled the Montreal lead in the 38th minute when he finished off a rebound after 
Bobby Shuttleworth was unable to control an Issey Nakajima-Farren shot... the two first-half 
goals were enough to seal the victory over the Revs, who were shutout for the first time since 
April 5 - a span of seven games ... the loss snapped the Revs’ seven-game unbeaten streak 
(6-0-1) that dated back to April 12 and began an eight-game losing streak for the club.

TEAM NOTES 


SATURDAY’S SALUTE TO HEROES 

The Revs and the New England Revolution Charitable Foundation have planned a series 
of events and activities at Saturday’s match against Montreal to celebrate the region's 
servicemen and women, first responders and their families ... almost 3,000 tickets have been 
distributed to servicemen and first responders, while the following activities will take place on 
Saturday: 

• U.S. Army and Navy vehicles will be on display in the NRG Plaza 

• The Army and Navy will set up pull-up bars for competitions among fans 

• The Army will have a dog-tag-making machine to make custom tags for fans 

• The USO Show Troupe will perform pregame in the NRG Plaza 

• Members of the military and their families will create a special pregame rally tunnel for 
the players and officials as they walk on to the field 

• Revolution players will walk out on to the field during the procession wearing t-shirts 
from the five branches of the military, as well as local police, fire and EMS units 

• A large United States flag will be presented by troops on-field for the National Anthem 

• The National Anthem will be performed by Air Force Sgt. Angie Johnson, while the 
Canadian National Anthem will be performed by James Shackelford 

• The USO “Every Moment Counts” flag - which recently earned the GUINNESS WORLD 
RECORDS title for most signatures on a flag - will be unfurled at halftime ... the flag 
has 115,405 signatures, gathered digitally and in-person from around the globe, and its 
display will be accompanied by a performance by Sgt. Johnson 

• The night’s Honor Guard will feature members of various military service branches 

• Revolution players will wear jerseys with camouflage numbers 

Additionally, the Revolution will collect “comforts of home” - New England-based items to re¬ 
mind them of their home region - in conjunction with the USO New England through its fourth 
Charitable Drive Series event... items and gift cards from local coffee shops, beverages and 
snacks from regional companies can help cheer up service men and women. 

LOOKING FOR A FIRST HOME WIN 

Saturday's game will be the seventh all-time meeting between the Revolution and Impact and 
the third played at Gillette Stadium ... all-time, New England is 2-4-0 against the Impact... 
New England went 0-2-0 in the first two meetings between the two sides in Foxborough, with 
Montreal claiming a 1-0 road win over on August 12, 2012, and a 4-2 win on September 8, 
2013... New England was forced to play the final 85 minutes of the 2013 meeting with just 10- 
men after goalkeeper Matt Reis was sent off in the fifth minute for a foul on Montreal’s Marco 
Di Vaio ... Montreal is the only current MLS team that New England has not beaten at home, 
although the Revs did win a pair of games - one in 2012 and one in 2013 - at Montreal’s 
Stade Saputo ... the clubs will meet for the third and final time this season on Saturday, 
October 11 in Montreal. 

ONE SHY OF SEASON-LONG WINNING STREAK 

The Revolution will enter Saturday's game in the midst of a four-game winning streak and a 
five-game undefeated streak ... after a 1-1 home draw with Portland on August 16, the Revs 
have won four straight games, out-scoring opponents 9-2 in that time ... with a win over the 
Impact on Saturday, the Revs would match their longest winning streak of the season at five 
games ... New England won five straight from April 26 through May 24 before the Impact 
snapped that streak with a 2-0 win in Montreal on May 31 ... that five-game winning streak is 
tied for the longest winning streak in MLS this season ... the LA Galaxy have won five straight 
heading into Wednesday’s game in Montreal, while Seattle won five straight from April 12 to 
May 7 ... the Revolution club record for longest winning streak is six, which was set in 2005. 

THIRD IN CONGESTED EAST 

The Revolution will enter the weekend in third place in the Eastern Conference with a 12-12-3 
record for 39 points ... the club currently sits eight points behind first-place D.C. United and 
just three points behind second-place Sporting Kansas City, who travel to Chivas USA on 
Friday ... the East is tightly-packed, with fourth place New York (37 pts.) sitting just eight points 
ahead of ninth place Chicago (29 pts.) heading into the weekend. 

THIRD IS NOTHING NEW, BUT A HIGHER FINISH IS OVERDUE 

Third place in the East is nothing unfamiliar for the Revs ... New England finished in third 
place in the Eastern Conference in 2013 with 51 points, and currently sit third this season ... 
the Revs have not finished a season higher than third place in the East since 2007 when the 
club went 14-8-8 (50 pts.) to finish second in the Eastern Conference and reach MLS Cup for 
a third consecutive season. 

BACK TO .500 

Sunday’s win over Chicago improved New England's record to 12-12-3 on the season, 
bringing the club back to .500 for the first time in more than two months ... the club had been 
7-3-2 on May 24, but an eight-game losing streak dropped the Revs to four games under 
.500 by late-July ... however, the club has gone 5-1-1 since July 30 and now has as many 
wins as losses for the first time since July 4 when the club stood at 7-7-2 ... the Revs were in 


third place in the Eastern Conference at that point, just as they are now ... New England has 
finished above .500 seven times in its history, with each coming since 2003 ... eight teams in 
MLS are currently above .500 .while the Revs are one of four sides with a .500 record ... New 
England is also one of two teams - along with Sporting Kansas City - that have 10 or more 
wins and 10 or more losses. 

STAYING POSITIVE, TOO 

In addition to getting back to .500 with a 12-12-3 record, the Revolution once again claims a 
positive goal difference ... New England has scored 39 goals this season, while conceding just 
38 ... this is the first time the club has owned a positive goal differential since July 4 when the 
team had scored 23 goals and conceded 22 before allowing a game-winner for RSL, bringing 
the club’s goal difference to even ... the Revs low point of the season was minus-8 following 
the 2-1 home loss to Columbus on July 26, but since that result, the Revs have gone 5-1-1 
and out-scored opponents 14-5 ... the Revs are one of six Eastern Conference teams and 11 
sides in the league with a positive goal differential... last season, the Revs finished with a +11 
goal difference, which was the second-greatest goal differential in club history ... Saturday’s 
opponent, the Montreal Impact, have the second worst goal difference in MLS at -19. 

SEVEN REMAIN 

The Revs have seven games remaining on their schedule, three at home and four on the 
road ... all seven games will see New England take on Eastern Conference foes with the club 
hosting Montreal (Sept. 13), Columbus (Oct. 4) and Toronto FC (Oct. 25), and traveling to face 
Columbus (Sept. 20), Sporting Kansas City (Sept. 26), Montreal (October 11) and Houston 
(October 16)... so far this season, the Revs are: 

• 5-3-0 against the clubs remaining on their schedule (3-1-0 at home, 2-2-0 on the road) 

• 8-4-2 at home and 4-8-1 on the road, overall 

• 8-9-1 against fellow Eastern Conference clubs 

REVS FINISH STRONG UNDER HEAPS 

With seven games remaining in the schedule and the Eastern Conference playoff picture still 
tighly-packed, the Revs will be looking to close out the season on a nigh note ... in his first two 
seasons as head coach, Jay Heaps' teams have done just that... last season, the Revs went 
4-1 -2 in their last seven games to qualify for the MLS Cup Playoffs for the first time since 2009 
... their results in the final seven matches helped propel the Revs from seventh place to third 
in the East, where they finished the season ... in 2012, Heaps' first season as head coach, the 
Revs were 3-3-1 in their last seven, earning one-third of the team's win total in the final stretch. 

CONSECUTIVE COMEBACK WINS A DECADE+ IN RECURRING 

Through the first six months of the season, the Revolution had a 9-1-1 record when scoring 
the first goal of a game and just a 1-11-1 mark when falling behind 1-0 ... however, in both of 
their matches in September, the Revs have twice come from 1-0 to take the full three points, 
beating both Sporting Kansas City (Sept. 3) and Chicago (Sept. 7)... New England trailed 1-0 
inside the opening 30 minutes in both games, only to equalize late in the opening half... the 
Revs’ three wins when conceding the first goal of a game are tied with FC Dallas for the third 
most this season as only Portland and Seattle (four apiece) have more when trailing ... prior to 
the last two games, the Revs had not won consecutive games in which they trailed 1-0 since 
September 28 and October 4, 2003, when they earned a 3-2 overtime win against Columbus 
(in which they came back from 2-0 down in the final 15 minutes) and a 4-1 win at Dallas. 

NGUYEN PACING REVS’ RECENT SUCCESS 

Lee Nguyen, who has emerged as an MLS MVP candidate this season, is helping pace the 
Revs' recent resurgence ... in the last seven games, New England has gone 5-1 -1 - rising 
from sixth to third in the Eastern Conference standings ... in that stretch, Nguyen has scored 
four goals and added three assists, extending his team lead in the goals category to a career- 
high 12 ... entering the season Nguyen had nine goals (including two game-winners) in 63 
regular-season games before tallying 12 times in 25 games so far this season ... other Nguyen 
highlights and acheivements this season include: 

• he is currently the league’s highest-scoring midfielder 

• he is one qoal shy of tyinq Dieqo Faqundez’s Revolution club record for goals scored by 
a midfielder (13 in 2013) 

• he is tied for the MLS lead with six game-winning goals 

• he is tied with San Jose’s Chris Wondolowski for the second-most goals by an American 
in MLS this season 

• New England is 8-1-1 when Nguyen scores a goal, and 4-0-0 when he records an assist 
this season 

JONES SETTLING RIGHT IN 

Jermaine Jones has been a member of the Revolution for less than three weeks, but has 
already made a big impact on the team ... the Revs are undefeated in his three appear¬ 
ances - wins at Toronto (second-half substitute), and at home against Sporting KC (start) and 
Chicago (start)... Jones has also recorded a pair of crucial assists in each of the team's last 
two games, setting up Teal Bunbury to level the score at 1-1 against Sporting Kansas City - en

route to the Revs went on to a 3-1 win - and then playing Charlie Davies in for the game-win¬ 
ning goal on Sunday against Chicago as the club claimed a 2-1 victory... playing almost the 
full 90 minutes against the Fire, Jones won 20 of the 21 duels that he entered in the game and 
was fouled a game-high five times ... despite that, Jones did not commit a single foul, though 
he was cautioned for dissent midway through the second half. 

DEFENSE STEPS UP IN THE SECOND HALF 

While the Revolution have allowed a first-half goal in each of their last two games, the club has 
found a way to shore up its defense in the final 45 minutes of those contests ... in the victories 
over Kansas City and Chicago, the Revolution surrendered a combined eight shots and no 
shots on goal in the second halves of those games ... during the team’s current four-game 
winning streak, which has seen the Revs use the same back four and goalkeeper throughout, 
they have allowed only 22 total shots and six shots on goal... in the Revs’ 12 wins this season, 
the club has allowed a total of four second-half goals, with two coming in the 5-3 win over 
Philadelphia on May 17 when New England already held a 5-1 lead ... the Revolution last 
conceded a second-half goal on August 16 against Portland, when Liam Ridgewell tallied in the 
65th minute ... since that match, the Revs have played 205 second-half minutes since they last 
conceded a goal in the last 45 minutes of a game. 

A FIRST (ASSIST) FOR THE CAPTAIN 

En route to earning Santander Man of the Match honors, captain Jose Goncalves tallied his 
first career MLS career on Sunday night, hustling to keep a ball in play near the corner flag 
before feeding Lee Nguyen, whose cross was headed home from close range by Diego Fa- 
gundez ... Sunday’s game marked Goncalves’ 54th regular-season MLS appearance, and he 
had yet to record an assist before the match ... the 28-year-old center back scored two goals 
in 2013 - when he won MLS Defender of the Year honors - including one against the Impact, 
but he had never been credited with an assist... before Sunday’s game, only one non-goal- 
keeper had appeared in more games for the Revolution without tallying an assist: Rusty Pierce 
(2000-04, no goals and no assists in 101 career regular-season games in New England). 

FAGUNDEZ GETS GOING AGAIN 

Jose Goncalves’ first-career assist came on Diego Fagundez’s fifth goal of the season ... 
Fagundez now has 22 goals in 84 regular-season games since making his Revolution debut 
in 2011 ... Fagundez’s goal on Sunday against Chicago was his first in 14 regular-season 
appearances as he last scored on May 24 against D.C. United ... that was the longest stretch 
of his career without a goal for the club, topping a 12-game stretch during the 2012 season ... 
New England is now 14-3-4 when the 19-year-old scores a regular-season goal for the club, 
including a 4-0-0 record this season. 

DAVIES BACK AMONGST THE GOAL SCORERS 

Charlie Davies scored his first game-winning goal as a member of the Revolution on Sunday 
against Chicago, beating Sean Johnson in the 60th minute of New England’s 2-1 win ... Da¬ 
vies, who had entered the game two minutes earlier in place of Patrick Mullins, now has three 
goals on the season, with all coming in the last six games ... Davies had started the previous 
six games, dating back to July 30 against Colorado, before coming off the bench against the 
Fire ... he now has 14 goals in 41 MLS regular-season games, with four coming as a substitute 
... he last scored as a substitute on June 18, 2011 as a member of D.C. United, tallying an 
85th minute equalizer in a 1-1 draw with Real Salt Lake. 

GOALSCORING HAS GONE LOCAL 

In Sunday’s 2-1, come-from-behind win over Chicago, both of the Revolution’s goals were 
scored by local New England products ... Diego Fagundez, who was raised in Leominster, 
Mass., equalized just before halftime ... Manchester, N.H., native Charlie Davies scored the 
game-winner in the 60th minute, just two minutes after coming on for Patrick Mullins ... on 
the season, under head coach Jay Heaps (Longmeadow, Mass.) New England products have 
scored:

A CENTURY OF STARTS FOR BARNES 

Darrius Barnes became the 14th player in Revolution history to start 100 career games for the 
club on Sunday when he drew the starting assignemnt in the 2-1 win over Chicago at Gillette 
Stadium ... a third round pick in the 2009 MLS SuperDraft, Barnes is tied with Kevin Alston 


as the second-longest tenured player on the Revolution roster, behind Chris Tierney (signed 
June 2008)... Barnes has now started 100 of the 116 regular season games in which he has 
appeared, scoring twice and adding two assists ... he is the second player in the last week to 
reach 100 starts for the club, joining A.J. Soares, who made his 100th start on September 3 
against Sporting Kansas City... Barnes has started the Revs' last four matches at left back, 
with the Revs going 4-0-0 in that time and allowing just two goals ... for the season, the Revs 
are 8-4-1 in the 13 games that Barnes starts ... his other nine starts came at right back, with 
the club going 4-4-1 in those matches. 

SOARES OFF WARNING 

A.J. Soares is no longer one yellow card away from a suspension after playing his third con¬ 
secutive clean game on Sunday against Chicago ... Soares was shown his fourth caution of the 
season on August 23 against Chivas USA, leaving him one away from a mandatory one-game 
suspension ... however, Soares was not booked in any of the last three games, committing a 
total of six fouls in wins over Toronto FC, Sporting Kansas City and Chicago, meaning one cau¬ 
tion has been expunged from his record ... the second Revolution player - after Andy Dorman - 
to achieve the Good Behvior Incentive this season, Soares is now two yellow cards away from 
a mandatory one-game suspension. 

TWO REMAIN ON WARNING 

While Soares is now safe from suspension for the time being, Teal Bunbury and Chris Tierney 
remain on yellow card warning and are one booking away from a one-game suspension for 
yellow card accumulation ... Bunbury was shown his single-season high fourth yellow card on 
September 3 against Sporting Kansas City, and after not being shown a yellow card against 
Chicago is now two clean games away from having one card expunged from his record ... 
Tierney picked up his fourth yellow card of the season at FC Dallas on July 19, and was 
not booked a week later against Columbus, though he was forced to exit that game in the 
21st minute with a left knee injury and has not appeared for the club since ... he is listed as 
Questionable on the club’s official injury report and remains two games shy of achieving the 
Good Behavior Incentive ... six players - Darrius Barnes, Scott Caldwell, Daigo Kobayashi, Lee 
Nguyen, Kelyn Rowe and Soares - are all two yellow cards away from a possible ban. 

THREE FOR ALL 

Of the 30 players on the Revolution roster, just three have appeared in all 27 regular-season 
matches, and two of them are in their first year playing in New England ... Teal Bunbury, Diego 
Fagundez and Daigo Kobayashi have all appeared in the first 27 matches of the season with 
Bunbury starting 24, Fagundez starting 23 and Kobayashi starting 18 ... Bunbury is in his first 
season with the Revs after coming to the team via a trade from Kansas City in February, while 
Kobayashi joined New England in February from a trade with Vancouver... no New England 
player has started all 27 matches with Andrew Farrell and A.J. Soares tying for the team-lead 
with 26 games started ... Farrell leads the team with 2,340 minutes played, playing the full 90 
minutes in every game except for the season opener against Houston, which he missed with 
an injury... Fagundez and Kobayashi each played in two of the Revs’ three U.S. Open Cup 
games this year, leading lead the club with 29 appearances in all competitions. 

TWO WILL DO IT 

After Sunday's 2-1 win over Chicago, the Revolution are now a perfect 11-0-0 when scoring 
two or more goals this season ... however, the club is just 1-12-3 when scoring one goal or 
fewer, with the lone win coming on August 23 when the Revs beat Chivas USA 1-0. 

CASTILLION ARRIVES AND BEGINS TRAINING 

Dutch forward Geoffrey Castillion trained with the Revolution for the first time on Saturday, 
September 6, after receiving his PI Visa and officially being added to the club's roster... 
Castillion was signed by the Revs on August 25, but missed the next two games while awaiting 
his Visa in the Netherlands ... the native of Amsterdam arrived in Boston on Friday, September 
5, and trained with his new team the following day... while he was eligible for selection for 
Saturday’s squad against Chicago, he did not dress. 

REVOLUTION ROSTER NOW FULL 

With Geoffrey Castillion's signing, the Revolution’s roster now sits at 30 active players ... that 
total includes four players - Jossimar Sanchez, Donnie Smith, Luis Soffner and Alec Sundly 
- who are currently on loan to the Rochester Rhinos and are expected to return at the end of 
the Rhinos’ season ... Honduran forward Jerry Bengston joined Belgrano of the Argentine First 
Division on a year-long loan in late July, and is not currently on the Revs’ active roster. 
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DRAWS NOT ADDING UP 

With three draws through 27 games this season, the Revs could challenge the league's 
all-time low mark for draws in a 34-game season ... in 2012, Colorado set the MLS record 
for fewest draws in a 34-game season with four... this year, both New England and Seattle 
have three draws through Week 26 of the MLS season ... the MLS record for fewest draws 
in a season was two, however those were set in both 28-game and shortened seasons: New 
England (2 in 2002 in 28 games), MetroStars (2 in 2002 in 28 games), D.C. (2 in 2001 in 26 
games) and Tampa Bay (2 in 2001 in 27 games). 

FINDING A BACK FOUR THAT WORKS 

Revolution head coach Jay Heaps has been able to use the same starting back four in each 
game of the club's current four-game winning streak, with the quartet of Darrius Barnes, Jose 
Goncalves, A.J. Soares and Andrew Farrell starting and playing 90 minutes in each of those 
contests in front of Bobby Shuttleworth ... in that time, the Revs have allowed 35 shots (8.75 
per game) and 10 shots on goal (2.5 per game), conceding just two goals and posting a goals 
against average of 0.50 ... on the season, New England has used seven different defenders in 
nine different starting four-man groupings for the club's 27 MLS matches:

The Revs have scored 32 goals in their 12 victories, compared to just seven in the 15 games 
that the club has lost or drawn ... they have also registered at least 10 shots and more shots 

on goal than their opponent in 11 of their 12 victories. 


NEUMANN IS REVS’ GO-TO MAN OFF THE BENCH 


Steve Neumann, who the Revolution selected fourth overall in the 2014 MLS SuperDraft, has 
been the Revs' - and MLS’ - go-to man off the bench this season ... as a rookie, Neumann 
has made a league-high 17 substitute appearances this season, having come off the bench 
for all but two of his 19 league appearances ... after Neumann made his MLS debut as a 
substitute on April 5 at D.C. United, he appeared in 12 straight MLS games as a second-half 
sub between April 19 and July 16 ... he made his first career start at Dallas on July 19 ... his 
last substitute appearance - on September 3 against Sporting Kansas City - was the longest of 
his young career, as he went 45 minutes in place of Jermaine Jones.

GETTING TO THE CORNER 

The Revolution lead MLS in corner kicks with 174 on the season, 16 more than the second- 
place club, Sporting Kansas City... on July 26 against Columbus, the Revs tied a club record 
with 15 corner kicks ... since that game, the Revs are 5-1-1 and are averaging almost 7.5 
corner kicks per game in that time while conceding fewer than four per contest... Kelyn Rowe 
has taken a team-high 72 corners, including 38 in the last seven games ... Chris Tierney (41) is 
second on the team, while Lee Nguyen (26) and Daigo Kobayashi (24) rank third and fourth ... 
Columbus forward Federico Higuain leads MLS with 119 comer kicks this season, while Rowe 
is tenth with 72 ... but despite those MLS-best 174 corner kicks, the Revs have scored just 
once this season diretcly from a corner... that came on July 26 against Columbus when A.J. 
Soares scored his second goal of the season, heading a Kelyn Rowe corner in at the near post 
to tie the score at 1-1. 

JACK THE KNIFE 

Impact forward Jack Mclnerney has been a thorn in the Revs’ side his whole career, even 
before he landed in Montreal... in 10 career games against New England, he has scored five 
goals, including three game-winners ... he had four goals in nine appearances against New 
England as a member of the Philadelphia Union before he was traded to Montreal in early April 
... in his first start against the Revs with his new club, Mclnerney continued his success against 
Jay Heaps’ squad, scoring the Impact’s second goal in a 2-0 win on May 31 in Montreal. 

YES, FAGUNDEZ IS STILL A TEENAGER 

Despite still being a teenager, Diego Fagundez is now in his fourth year as a member of the 
Revs ... Fagundez, who turned 19 on Feb. 14, had a career year in 2013, scoring 13 goals 
(to tie for fifth in MLS) to lead the club in scoring while adding seven assists... the Leominster, 
Mass., product was also voted team MVP ... his 13 goals last season all came from the run 
of play, and marked the highest season goal total for a teenager in MLS history ... the only 
teenager in MLS history to score 10 or more goals in one season, Fagundez now has 22 goals 
in his MLS career and holds the league record for goal scoring by a teenager:

11 ... of the four Revolution players who are currently on loan to the Rhinos, Alec Sundly has

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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American flag as 
we know it -- before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered 
stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was fbwn 
proudly in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s 
depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a 

red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 



It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 


No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 


With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 


Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 


Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.
